WASHINGTON, July 22.~—The 


American note to Germany is on its 
way to Berlin. It cleared from Wash- 
ington over the telegraph wires during 
the night and today was being flashe1 
over the cables to London and thence 
to Copenhagen, where it goes overland 
to the German Foreign Office. It 
should reach its destination tonight or 


early tomorrow. 

Secretary Lansing announced that the 
text of the note would be given out 
here Friday afternoon, for publication 
in morning papers of Saturday. 

Concerning future conduct of German 
submarines, the note does not necessar- 
ily call for an answer, as it announces 
the intention of the United States to 
regard any further violation of interna- 
tional law resulting in the loss of Amer- 
ican lives as unfriendly. 

Basis for Further Discussion. 

On the other hand, the American 
demands for dfavowal of any inten- 
tion to sink the Lusitania and the 
request for reparation are renewed 
im the mew note, and those, with 
other points, such as the willingness of 

States to act as intermedi. 
ary between the belligerents to adjust 
rules of maritime warfare, probably will 
be the basis for further discussion by 
Germany. 

An answer is not expected for at least 
two or three weeks on those phases. 
It is generally agreed among officials 
here that any loss of American lives 
meantime would in itself raise the ques- 
tion of action irrespective of any for- 
mal reply from Germany. 

The American note is in the na- 
ture of a final statement on the 
principles involved, in which the 
United States takes the unalterable 
position that the accepted rules of 
international law must govern che 
rights of neutrals irrespective of re- 
taliatory measures of the belliger- 
ents against one another. What 
action would be taken by the United 
States in the event of further viola- 
tion of American rights is not dis- 
closed in the new note nor was it 
officially commented on otherwise 
here today, but a general under- 
standing prevails that another dis- 
aster such as befell the Lusitania 
would mean the immediate assem- 
bling of Congress. 

Eventualities Considered. 

President Wilson has given care- 
ful consideration @0 eventualities to 
which the new American note may 
commit the United States, and he 
believes it places squarely on Ger- 
many responsibility for any act that 
may cause rupture. 

There is now no indication that the 
Lusitania case itself will cause a 
rupture, but the President has de- 
termined to keep that subject in the 
_forefront as ai diplomatic issue of 
firat importance between the two 
eountries. Pressure for settlement 
will be renewed from time to time 
and if not adjusted by the end of 
the European war will continue to 
impend in the relations-Hetween the

The note is about 1200 words long.

FRENCH SERGEANT SAID 10 HAVE 
FREED HIS MIND TO THE KAISER 


Prisoners’ Food Uneatable and Only 
Bricks Expected Later, He Is Re- 
ported as Telling Emperor. 
PARIS, July 22—Albert Avelline, a 
member of the Paris Opera Company, 
has just returned from Germany, having 
been taken prisoner while acting as 1 
stretcher-bearer. He tells of a collo- 
quy between Emperor William and a 
captured French Sergeant. Perceiving 
the number of the Sergeant’s regiment 
on his collar, the Emperor praised the 

regiment, saying: 

“I know it very well, and I think 
most highly of it.’’ ‘‘Not more than I 
do,”’ replied the Sergeant. 

The Emperor asked what the Sergeant 
thought about the prisoners’ food. 

“We are given absolutely uneatable 
stuff at present,’’ the Sergeant respond- 
ed. “Later on, I suppose, William II 
will give us nothing but bricks.”’ 

TheEmperor’s suite, Aveline says, was 
horrified at this remark, but the Em- 
peror, unperturbed, passed on. 


U, S. TO SUE CITIZENS WHO

WASHINGTON, July 22.—Suits are

CANDY FOR FEDERAL PRISONERS 


Warden at Atlanta Penitentiary Al- 
lows Charges to Buy Sweets. 
ATLANTA, Ga., July 22.—Candy has 
been added to the list of articles which 
inmates of the Federal Prison here may 
purchase and Warden Fred G. Zerbst 
said today that nearly 800 of the 1195 
prisoners had taken advantage of the 

privilege. 

The Warden recently announced that 
each month each prisoner might pur- 
chase and keep in his cell two pounds 
of any kind of candy desired. He 
checked up the requests yesterday and 
sound the selections ranged from boxe: 
of bonbons to marshmallows, cocoanut 
bars, peanut brittle and gum drops. The 
prisoners also may buy tobacco, chew- 
ing gum, soft drinks and magazines.

BREAD TRUST’ WON 
HIM T0:1TS SIDE 


Good Clothes, Cigars and ‘Slick’ 
Talk by Promoters Captured 
J. R. Thieme, He Says. 


‘SATISFIED AND TRUSTFUL’ 


“Show Me Something and | Am 
Johnny on the Spot,”’ He De- 
clares at Ouster Hearing. 


Good clothes, ‘‘good cigars’’ and ‘‘slick’’ 
talk, on the part of New York pro- 
moters, were large factors in bringing 
about the consolidation of seven St. 
Louis bakeries under the American Bak- 
ery Co., according to J. R. Thieme’s tes- 
timony this morning, in the hearing of 


the State's suit to oust the corporation 
under the anti-trust law. He was man- 
ager of the St. Louis Baking Co. be- 
fore the consolidation, and is_now a 
stockholder in the American Bakery Co., 
the local ‘‘Bread Trust.’’ The hearing’ 
before Commissioner Lamm, was‘held in 
the law office of Jeffrfes & Corum, Bank 
of Commerce Building. 

Thieme testified that his own motive, 
in. entering the consolidation, was to 
make some ‘“‘easy money,” and to be 
able to enjoy life and avoid hard work 
thereafter. 

He testified, as previous witnesses, in 
effect, nave testified, that the bakery 
vwhners put their trust in the “Bread 
Trust” when they entered the consoli- 
dation, and that they relied on the in- 
definite assurances of promoters that 
they would be “‘taken care of.’ So far 
as the witnesses have made knuwn, 
they are satisfied with the way in which 
this understanding was carried out. 
But the testimony has also shown that 
this liberality had its effect on the price 
of bread to the consumer, and that none 
of the usual economies, which consoli- 
dation is supposed to bring about, were 
effected. 

Thieme’, Deal With “Trust.” 

Thieme testified that he was treasurer 
of the St. Louis Baking Co. at the time 
ir, 1906 when an option on the plant was 
siven to Max Osher, a New York pro- 
moter who was organizing the Ameri- 
can. Bakery Co. He said the valuation 
of the St. Louis Baking Co plant was 
about $30,000. He said he had searched 
fcr his copy of the option given Osher, 
but had not found it. The plant was 
turned over, he said, for $15,000 cash, 
$65,000 preferred stock and $30,000 com- 
mon stock. He said he could not recall 
any arrangement by which he was as- 
sured of a position in the new company. 

Regarding the method of voting the 
stock, retiring bonds of the company 
and transfers of stock, Thieme said he 
never knew just what was going. on. 
He said that everyone seemed Satistied, 
and he trusted that he would be treated 
all right.. 

“Were you just leaving everything to 
(ne man?” asked Assistant Attorney- 
Ceneral Ewing. ‘Thieme replied: ed | 
cidn’t know anything much about the 
financial plans. I know six or seven 
big plants were going into the com- 
pany and everyone told me it was a 
good thing.” 

Thieme said his firm had spent sev- 
eral theusand dollars advertising the 
various brands of bread made by the 
viant. 

He said that he first had 333 shares 
of common stock, and bought 75 
shares of common stock in the Amer- 
ican Bakery Co. for about $15 a 
share, and later sold 100 shares for 
$39 a share. 

Why Thieme Sold Out. 

When asked why he had sold his 
shares of the St. Louis company, 
Thieme replied that the promoters 
came around, smoked “good cigars,”’ 
had a good time, and he was sick of 
working so hard and thought if he 
sold out he could have an easy time. 

“Some people make money . by 
working, and some by easy talk,” he 
added. “I had always worked hard. 
“hose New Yorkers were slick taik- 
ers. I never knew how much Osher 
got out of the deal. I never asked 
him. I wouldn't care if he got half 
of all the stock as long as I got 
what I wanted.” 

He said he still retained $32,500 of 
preferred stock and that he had re- 
ceived 7 per cent annual dividends. 

Asked by Assistant Attorney-Gen- 
eral if he meant that he had sold out 
so he could take it easy instead of 
working, Thieme replied: 

“That was it. I saw how easy other 
people made money and I thought I 
would try it. Show me ‘something 
and I’m Johnny on the spot.” 

Adolph Boettler, president of the 
American Bakery Co., was recalled to 
the witness stand, and was asked to give 
his opinion of the actual value of 
the Welle-Boettler property at the 
time it was sold to the American. 
He said tbh-\real estate was worth 
$175,000, but declined repeatedly to 
give figures ag to the remainder of 
the plant. 
Beettler Praises Output. 

Boettler testified that the Welle-Boet- 
tler company had received a total of 
$495,000 in qash and stock for its pliant. 
Under questioning by his attorney, he 
testified that the size and weight of 
bread in 8t. Louis was generally larger 
and ‘greater than in other large cities. 
The price of 6 cents was general, he said. 
In New Orleans, he said, the size of 
loaves was larger than here, but the 
quality much poorer. Detroit, he said, 
had high-grade bread that compared 
well with that.of St. Louis.

WOUND 6 RIDTERS 
AT BAYONNE, N. J 


Strikers Attack Men Protecting 
Plants of Standard Oil and 
Tide Water Companies. 


CALL SENT FOR MILITIA 


Sheriff 
to 


Crowds Howl Down 
When He Tries 
Quiet Them. 


NEW YORK, July 22.—Two dead 
and six seriously injured, one prob- 
ably mortally, was the toll of riots 


at the Standard Oil and Tide Water 
plants in Bayonne today as the result 
of two attacks on the inside depu- 
ties guarding the property. 

Two fires also occurred, one in the 
Standard Oil plant where a watch- 
man’s house was virtually destroyed, 
the other in the yard of the Tide 
Water Oil Co., where staves and lum- 
ber were stored. This last fire was 
Started by means of burning oily 
waste thrown over the walls by the 
rioters. It was speedily checked with 
trifling loss. 

Those killed in the fighting were 
Stanley Murefko, 29 years old, and 
Nicolay Iwaszkiu, 19, both of whom 
were shot through the heart by 
Winchester rifle bullets, apparently 
fired by the guards.-The men were 
killed during an attack on the bar- 
rel works of the Tidewater plant 
which began at 11:40 a. m. and lasted 
for half an hour. A sudden heavy 
downpour of rain had much to do 
with stopping this fight. 

Sheriff Defied by Mob. 

A feature of this attack was the 
defiance by the strikers of Sheriff 
Eugene Kinkead, who has labored 
patiently with the men to keep order 
and to bring an end to the strike. 
He rushed up to the rioters when the 
attack was at its height and com- 
manded the men to resist. He was 
greeted with jeers and left the scene. 

Later it was announced that he had 
asked for troops and companies from 
Newark and Red Bank were expected 
soon to be on the scene. Sheriff Kin- 
kead’s call was made direct to the Gov- 
ernor by telephone. In a statement re- 
garding his call for troops, Sheriff Kin- 
kead said: 

“TI telephoned to the Governor that it 
was necessary to call the military. The 
men are not amenable to reason. They 
don’t seem able to distinguish between 
my men and the men paid as guards. 
The situation is beyond my control and 
I have asked the Governor to send men 
at once.”’ 

Of the wounded in today’s fighting. 
John Surgen, said to be a former Aus- 
trian soldier, who led the fighting in 
the first attack which was made early 
today on the Standard Oil plant, is 
probably mortally wounded. He was 
shot through the abdomen. 

Until the men got out of hand today 
Sheriff Kinkead had every hope that 
he would bring about a settlement of 
the differences of the Standard ~ Oi’ 
strikers who went out last week and 
Monday, following demand for a 15 per 
cent increase in wages. 

, Had Conference With Officials. 

The Tide Water plant was shut down 
because of the disorder. The Sheriff 
with a committee had consulted with 
Standard Oil officials and expected to 
have another conferente with them late 
today. He also telephoned to Washing- 
ton for conciliators and two were on 
their way to Bayonne when the disorder 
was resumed and the Sheriff defied. 

Scores of strikers and others gathered 
at the works of the Standard Oil Co. this 
morning. Inside the yard a fire broke 
out in a watchman’s house, but it was 
quickly extinguished. 

The strikers say the trouble started 
when Tony Bednank was shot while 
walking near the company’s works. The 
crowd, led by John Surgen, a former 
Austrian soldier, charged up the bank 
to attack the company’s guards, who 
were stationed behind the oil tanks. Sur- 
gen fell at the first fire and rolled down 
the bank. 

The crowd pressed on and in the next 
exchange of shots Steven Evohla, a 16- 
year-old boy, was wounded. Then the 
crowd fell back and withdrew from the 
neighborhood. 

After the early attack, strikers and 
sympathizers gathered along streets 
leading to the Standard Oil works. They 
made no threatening move towards the 
plant. Among several orators who ad- 
dressed them was Frank Tannenbaum. 
an Industrial Worker of the World lead- 
er. At one gathering he was howled 


down.

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TURKISH GUNS 
ON ASIATIC SHORE 


Invaders’ Camps Are Under Fire 
—Submarines Keep the 
Fleet Away.

AT THE GALLIPOLI FRONT, July 
ll, via Berlin, July 22. and wireless to 
Tuckerton, N. J.~—The operations of the 
last week in the Avi Burnu region have 
been confined on the part of the allies to 
several offensive movements of no great 
strength against the Turkish trenches. 
Losses of the allies were considerable 
Attempts by their artillery to support 
their infantry resuited on July 7 in the 
shelling of one of their own trenches. 


The Turkish artillery continues to be 
active. New batteries have been 
brought up on the Asiatic shore and in 
the rear of Seddul-Bahr, and since July 
6 have caused heavy losses in men and 
material to the allies, whose camps and 
bases are now constantly under fire. 
Seven ammunition depots of the allies 
were exploded during the period from 
July 6 to July 10. This was due princi- 
pally to the fire of Turkish batteries on 
the Asiatic shore. Against these bat- 
teries the artillery of the allies is pow- 
erless and an attack on them from sea 
is prevented by German submarines.

Grand Duke Trying Strategy by 
Which Spartans Were Beaten. 
LONDON, July 22.—A Petrograd. dis- 

patch to the Morning Post says: 
“Grand Duke Nicholas has maneu- 
vered his armies so as to bring the 
enemy into positions which will enable 
him to throw superior force upon either 
side. This is one of the oldest devices 
of strategy, known as the principle of 
partial defeat, and was first used by 
Epaminondas at the battle of Leuctra, 
in which he defeated the Spartans. 
“Seldom in history has a great com- 
mander been so favorably placed as 
the Grand Duke for the placing of this 
principle. The jaws of the German nut 
cracker are nearing each other stead- 
ily, but the Grand Duke has no inten- 
tion of allowing them actually to meet 
upon the Russian nut with the smooth 
co-operation necessary for sucecss. 
“At present it seems that he has de- 
cided to deal with the northern attack 
first, meanwhile holding off the south- 
ern attack. Holding the inner lines with 
abundant railway accommodation, he is 
in position readily to throw the greater 
part of his forces upon either of the at- 
tacking German armies.”

Checked Her 


Her Greatest Blow Since France 


—— 
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at the Marne 


By Frank H. Simonds.

Measured by every possible standard, 
viewed in the light of all the informa- 
tion from all sides, the present German 
offensive represents the second, con- 
ceivably the final, bid of the Kaiser's 
hosts for a decision, a favorable de- 
cision, in the war. Certainly not since 
that time, 11 months ago, when the great 
drive to the Marne began, has there been 
any such momentous crisis as is now 
at hand. 

By this time the world is wholly fa- 
miliar with the German strategy of 
August, 1914. France was to be removed 
from the allied battle line by one swift, 
terrible, final blow, which would destroy 
the military power of the third republic 
and leave Germany free to deal with 
Russia. But France was not destroyed. 
The blow was parried and in the mean- 
time Russian hosts poured into Austria 
and the disaster that seemed to threat- 
en France in August in no small degree 
overtook Austria in September. The 
grand scheme of German high command 
was thus thwarted. There was left the 


necessity to turn east, with the westerr: 


work unfinished, and rescue Austria. 

Hapaburg Forces Reorganized. 
Now, over weeks and months, the 
German effort to save Austria was 
pushed with varying success. On the 
whole, until May 18, with small suc- 
cess in field and shining success back 
of the line, in the reorganizing and re- 
officering of the Hapsburg forces. Un- 
til Austrian armies were reorganized 
new German forces put in the field, the 
campaign, after one desperate effort 
culminating at Lodz, fell to the level 
of local operations. But we know now 
that behind these local operations thero 
was the old idea, the idea of ending a 
war on both fronts by the complete de- 
struction of the foe on one front. 
France, German high command con- 
ceded, could not be disposed of there was 
left Russia. If Russia could be dis- 
posed of there was still time to win the 
war. 
Little by little the German plans were 
made. Russia continued to advance. 
but Russian ammunition grew less and 
less. The ice blockade and the German 
blockade interrupted the inflow of sup- 
plies. At the last moment, before the 
spring came and Archangel and Viadi- 
vostok were opened, Germany planned 
to atrike. 
Her blow was tremendous, instantly 
successful, continued from May 1 to the 
end of June, and culminated in the 
swift reconquest of Galicia, the repulse 
of Russia to her own territory, the cap: 
ture of hundreds of thousands of pris- 
oners, the most brilliant success of the 
war. 

Limitation’ to Success. 

But there was one limitation to the 
success. Russian military power was 
shaken, as was the French in August, 
Defeated, the 
Russian army escaped § envelopment 
along the San and the Dniester and to 
this extent the great campaign failed. 
The failure was complete in this sense. 
Yor armies,. net position, must be the 
cbjective, their destruction the test of 
success in the present war. 
German high command had, however, 
envisaged this failure. It had hoped to 
envelop the Russian armies in Galicia 
between the army of Mackensen coming 
east from Cracow and the Austrian 
troops coming north over the Carpa- 
thians and west from Bukowina. Now 
it fell back upon a far more grandiose 
scheme, involving an enormous extent 
of territory and requiring troops in num- 


Look at the map of Russian Poland 
and it will be seen that it is pushed into 
Austro-German territory like a fist driv- 
en against a pillow. To use another fig- 
ure, it is like a nut held with a cracker, 
one jaw of which is East Prussia and 
the other Galicia. And in the military 
serise Hindenberg is the upper, Macken- 
sen the lower jaw. Today the whole of 
the gigantic German conception is com- 
prehended in an effort to bring these 
jaws together, crushing all of Russia’s 
military forces. Successful, the plan will 
practically destroy Russian military 
power. All the Russian troops west of 
the Bug, defending Warsaw, holding 
the railroads to Moscow, Petrograd and 
Kiev will be pounded to nothing or cap- 
tured. A Tannenberg ten and twenty- 
fold increased will be the result. 


Problem for the Russians. 

For the Ruesians the problem is sim- 
ple. They must defend, hold onto War- 
sow to the last possible moment. Its 
loss will be a great and permanent in- 
jury, but it is even more essential that 
they should bring their armies out alive. 
Think always of those two jaws of the 
nut-cracker closing on Russian military 
forces in the Hastern field and the main 
circumstances of the new operation 1s 
simplified. 


If Germany can envelope the Rus 
sians, if she can crush their main ar- 
mies and send their fragments behind 
the Bug, she will then be free to send 
most of the victorious army to the West 
against France and England, or she can 
detach an expedition to “hack its way’ 
through Serbia and open a road to the 
Dardanelles. The fate of Constanti- 
nople will be settled along the Vistula. 

And if Germany can do this, whai 
hope will remain to France or England 
of ultimate victory, since now, with the 
German masses in the East, and only 
skeleton armies in front of them, they 
cannot move, or at most can only move 
by inches and feet? When Hinden- 
burg and Mackensen come West, what 
chance will be ljeft to free Belgium, to 
liberate Northern France? Bear in mind 
this is the German view, this is what 
the German expects. This is why Ger- 
many is more confident than ever since 
the Marne. 

On the other hand, if the Grand Duke 
is able to escape the jaws of the 
cracker, if his army eludes the destruc- 
tion as Joffre's did last August, if he 
gets his main forces safely behind the 
Bug, then the Germans will have wor 


a considerable advantage, but the hope 
of a real decision will have been shat- 


tered. Once béhind the Bug, the Rus- 
sians will be beyond the peril of en- 
velopment. The very vastness of Rus- 
sian territory will preclude successful 
German operations. 


A Supreme Crisis at Hand. 

There remains the possibility that the 
Russians will succeed in holding War- 
saw. No one should minimize the value 
of this fortress, with the command it 
possesses of the Vistula bridges. Rus- 
sian retreat and a successful defense of 
Contantinople may add a year to the 
length of the war. But it is only a com- 
plete Russian disaster than can satisfy 
German necessities. 

To the whole world audience it must 
be plain that a supreme crisis in a world 
war, passing all the bounds of recorded 
history in its magnitude, is now at 
hand. The Slav and the Teuton are at 
grips in a conflict which may shape 
all human history hereafter. And it ts 
well to remember the Germans expect to 
win, and on this prospective victory are 
building their hopes of early peace and 
peace based on complete success.

VIENNA, July 19, via The Hague, 
July 20—‘‘The Balkan states have 
money, ammunition and war materials 
for only three months of war,” said 
a Balkan diplomat to me. “It follows 


that if the Balkan states are to par- 
ticipate in this struggle they must wait 
until the psychological moment when 
they can intervene for their own inter- 
ests with the least possible risks and 
the greatest chance of success. In other 
words, they must wait until what prom- 
ises to be the last three months of the 
war. Any other course would be noth- 
ing short of disastrous. That may sound 
extremely selfish, but no one is making 
war for unselfish reasons. The Bal- 
kans have had their lesson.”’ 
In the Balkan capital at present is 
being fought the greatest diplomatic 
Same of the war, so far. Reinforced 
by the strong influence of the German 
and Austrian victories, the German and 
Austrian diplomats, for the first time 
during the war, not only are holding 
their own with the most skilled Russian 
Italian, English and French diplomats, 
but actually have the better of it at 
this time. 

New Attitude Manifest. 
The probabilities of Rumania throwing 
her lot with Russia are so small now 
as to be hardly considered from a mili- 
tary standpoint. I find that everyone 
talks in a different tone about Rumania 
in Budapest and Vienna from what I 
heard when I last visited these cities in 
May. The Rumanian question is hardly 
being considered as an Austro-Hunga- 
rian question any more. In May Ru- 
mania might have been able to obtain 
some territorial concessions as her price 
for remaining neutral. That is past, st 
least for the present. 
That the combined Russian, Italian. 
l’rench and English pressure, together 
with the strong agitation of the Jonesc:: 
war party, failed to push Rumania into 
the arena, is due to the resistence of 
Ihing Ferdinand, Premier Brataniu and 
the German Minister, Baron Vondet- 
bushe, who is well known in Washing- 
ton as one of Germany’s ablest diplo- 
mats. 
From an acute Hungarian-Rumanian 
question the situation has changed more 
into a German-Rumanian question. Ger- 
many wants to know definitely whether 
Lumania proposes to let ammunition 
through to Turkey. The negotiations 
tow center around that one question. 
The matter of ammunition in Turkey 
is not acute or critical, I learn from 
trustworthy authority, but it is a prob- 
tem which sooner or later will have 
to be solved. 


Prince Hehenlohe on the Ground. 
It is in this connection that Prince 


Hohenlohe, acting Ambassador to Con- 
stantinople, is in Bucharest. Hohen- 
lohe, with whom I was in Poland last 
winter, where he had charge of the 
Red Cross work, is an able, tactful dip- 
lomat. He is a brother-in-law of King 
Ferdinand. 

Rumania is confronted with a wheat 
problem not unlike the cotton situation 
in the Southern states. Wheat is Ru- 
mania’s chief product. Aside from this 
year’s crop, there are many million 
bushels left over from last year’s crop, 
which could not be sold because of a 
prohibition on its being exported. 

The only outlet to the markets for 
Rumania’s wheat is through Hungary. 
Not to move this year’s crop means 
financial ruin.« I am told that Germany 
and Austria are willing and anxious to 
buy the crop, but indications point also 
to Germany and Austria taking advan- 
tage of the situation to exert greater 
pressure on the ammunition question.

GERMANY SAYS 


IT HAS PLENTY OF 
RAW MATERIALS 


Declares Inquiry Shows It Has 
Everything Needed to Go on 
With War Long Time. 


BERLIN, July 22, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—The Overseas News Agency today 
gave out the following: 

“Official investigations have estab- 
lished the fact that Germany is amply 
supplied with all raw material neces- 
sary to continue the war for a long time. 
Good crops are furnishing sufficient 
quantities of breadstuffs, vegetables anc 
potatoes, even permitting a considerable 
increase in cattle and swine, the num- 
ber of which had been artificially de- 
creased to guard against a scarcity of 
potatoes and fodder. The production of 
meat is thus increased. There are plen- 
ty of vegetable substances to produce 
all necessary oils and fats. 

“Of greater importance 
tainty that Germany is _ producing 
enough lead to satisfy all demands. 
Besides the large reserve stores, there 
are immense quantities of lead pipes 
which are easily replaced with iron. 
The stores of copper are large enough 
tc’manufacture all shella and shrapnel 
far beyond the probable duration of the 
war. Even if the prediction of Ger- 
mrany’s enemies that the war will be of 
lung duration should prove true, the 
coppér now in private use could be re- 
placed easily with other materials. 
Statistics show that the amount of cop- 
per used in roofs, household utensils, 
pots, plates and boilers is more than 
2¢,000,000 tons, which is sufficient to 
continue the war for many years. 
“According to a newspaper dispatch 
from Russian headquarters which was 
passed by the censor, the Russian arm- 
les have lost 15,000 machine guns, the 
greater part captured by the Germans 
and Austrians and the others ruined by 
the technical incapacity of the men. The 
Russian Government has prohibited the 
mailing of official casualty lists of offi- 
cers to foreign countries.”’

ARE ALLOWED TC 
INGREASE INCOMES 


Commerce Commission Finds 
They Operate at Loss Under 
Present Revenues. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission decided to- 
day that the revenues of the principal 
express companies of the United States 
are inadequate and modified its former 
orders to provide additional income. 

Substantially no commodity rates wil! 
be affected. In all events, any change 
in the rates will, with few exceptions, 
be substantially lower than those pre- 
vailing when the commission estab- 
lished the zone system in February, 
1914. By that means the express com- 
panies are expected to increase their 
gross revenue about 3.86 per cent. The 
commission's report shows that the net 
operating revenues of the four big com- 
panies have decreased to a deficit of 
$1,132,811 in the year, 1914-1915, and in 
the same period operating incomes de- 
creased $2,449,863. 

“While the financial condition of cere 
tain of the petitioners is more favora- 
ble than that of others,’ says the re- 
port, ‘it clearly appears that as a whole 
they are operating at a loss.”

cost $6.75 to $7 a barrel. Before the 
war, he said, a 5-cent loaf weighed 17 or 
18 ounces in St. Louls. He testified that 
the weight of the loaf wa's not immedi- 
ately reduced when the war started, as 
the Almerican Bakery Co, had about 50,- 
000 barrels of cheap flour on hand. 

The weight of 11 or 12 ounces a loaf 
now prevailing in St. Louis, he said, was 
reached gradually during the last year, 
as the officials found that flour would 
be high. 

Boettler testified that in several other 
cities there were bakery plants costing 
$1,500,000. He testified that the Amer- 
lean Bokery Co. advertised in programs 
prepared for the benefit of the annual 
Picnic given by the Retail Grocers’ As- 
sociation, but was not certain If the ad- 
vertizements mentfoned the American 
Bakery Co. or the separate companies. 

He testified that he owned stock in a

O protect a school district from the 
encroachment of an evil neigh- 
borhood, is a problem which 


should be easy enough of solution in a 
city so proud of its schools as is St. 
Louis. 

If you think so, ask some of the mem- 
bers of Neighborhood Association, who 
undertook such qa task on behalf of the 
children who attend the public schools 
in the vicinity of that association's set- 
tlement house. 

They will tell you how the problem, 
instead of being quickly disposed of, 
grew and grew, embracing at last the 
whole city-wide question of vice segre- 
gation, uncovering a maze of interlacing 
evils that seem to need the upheaval of 
the body politic, revolution of the indus- 
trial system and the service of every de- 
partment of philanthropic and social 
work to remedy. 

For months, through reports espe- 
Cially proceeding from Judge B. F. 
Clark's and Judge Granville Hogan's 
courts, Dr. Abbott's and other pulpits, 
Vital Garesche’s statements as City At- 
torney and open letters, signed and 
anonymous, hurling charges and coun- 
tercharges, newspaper readers have 
watched the fierce conflict the Neigh- 
borhood Association’s activities have en- 
gendered. 

Today the crusaders have to report 
little gain and few results save an 
amount of amazing information and 
some almost unbelievable experiences. 

It remained for Miss Marv KE. Bulk- 
ley, the valiant, the tireless, the re- 
lentless, when it comes to championing 
the submerged tenth of humanity, to 
see a use for the information and ex- 
perience painfully collected, and turn it 
to account. 


Laws Balk Publicity. 


HE sees the strongest ally in pub- 
Q licity discreetly used. Here, right 

away, she encounters another ob- 
stacle. Much of her information, owing 
to laws upon our statute books—for 
which we have the Anthony Comstocks 
among our ancestors to thank—is un- 
printable. 

One enters an ultra’ esthetic environ- 
ment at the door of Miss Bulkley’s 
home. It was from the world of art for 
art’s sake that this social worker was 
recruited. In such an atmopshere as I 
sat waiting for the promised interview, I 
couldn’t help remarking how such a 
subject of conversation ag we had chos- 
en would have been unheard of a few 
years ago among women professing re- 
finement. 

“The woman social worker stands 
in relation to commercialized vice as 
the woman physician does to unmen- 
tionable diseases,” said Miss Bulkley, 
excusing her position, if it needed 
excuse. “Now the woman social work- 
er has come with her investigations 
and women shall be enlightened to 
the fullest extent. 

“The first great obstacle we have 
to face when we go to the men who 
have authority over this problem,” 
continued Miss Bulkley, “is that atti. 
tude of calm resignation that says 
that woman's ‘oldest profession’ is 
something that always has been and 
always will be; that it is an indi- 
vidual problem, a matter between a 
woman and her own conscience, and no- 
body else’s business. 

“Now this may have been true in 
the past but in great measure it is 
not an individual problem today. It 
is closely related to the industrial 
system and it is still more closely 
interwoven with politics. And when 
we learn of the alliance between 
civic virtue and commercialized vice 
the problem becomes everybody's 
business. 


Political Connections. 
F course, we are greeted with 
O laughter when we go to the 
higher officials and suggest 
the political connection. When we 
sent those 560 names with addresses 
of men who live upon the shameful 
earnings of women, we were told 
that 60 such men could exert but a 
negligible influence at election time. 
When you consider that these 50 
were gathered within a radius of 
four blocks, is that not an indication 
of what proportion the _ influence 
might be discovered to be if the 
whole city were canvassed? 


Indictments Against Austrian 
Who Threatened President. 
NEW YORK, July 22.—Rudolph Malik, 
an Austrian salesman, was placed on 
trial In the Federal! Court, charged with 
having written a menacing letter to 
President Wilson. The technical char¢e 
in the indictment, operating a scheme to 
defraud by means of the malls, is based 
on the fact that in the letter to 
President there was demanded an in- 
demnity of $200 because of Malik'’s en- 
forced detention in the United States, 
and he threatened if the money was not 
forthcoming he would commit a. “‘po- 
litical crime.” " 
A second indictment charges that in 
a threatening postcard mailed to the 
Consul-General of Austria-Hungary Ma- 
lik threatened to shoot eyerybody in the 
Consul's office. The Government claims 
this is the ‘‘political crime’’ which the 
defendant referred to in the Wilson let- 
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these men, have full descriptions of 
them, know they are ward workers at 
election time. If we didn’t have first- 
hand knowledge of their connection with 
politiqg the connection could be easily 
traced. A woman plying a profession 
which is against the law on the statutes 
must have protection. These men, whom 
politicians cannot support in idleness 
between election times, when they are 
needed, are encouragec to offer the 
woman protection from the powers high- 
er up. In return, she says, ‘See that 
I am not molested and I will see that 
you are taken care of.’ 

‘The next great obstacle we meet is 
the laws of evidence. The law makes 
it a felony to own or to use any house 
for immoral purposes. But the laws 
of evidence make ocular proof of im- 
morality necessary before an arrest : 
be made. During this campaign poi. 
men in plain clothes have obtained such 
evidence, but we do not approve of de- 
grading our police officers in that way. 
The police cannot be praised too highly 
for their devotion to this discouraging 
and most ineffectual task. 


Attitude of Courts. 


( ‘O UR next difficulty has been the 


attitude of Judges of the 

Three C’s Court. Of 72 con- 
victions obtained in police court and 
appealed to Judge Clark’s division, all 
except one were reversed. In that one 
case the woman requested she be sent 
to the workhouse. 

“A great deal of pathos is introduced 
into Judge Clark’s actions. ‘My poor 
girl,’ he will s@y. ‘were you not brought 
before me some time ago and did I not 
tell you if you must pursue this misera- 
ble means of livelihood you should keep 
to the quieter parts of the city and stay 
off Olive street? Now, I have not in 
my heart to persecute you further, to 
please Neighborhood Association’ (with 
a significant look at our representative 
in court) ‘or any other institution. You 
are an unfortunate woman, whose State 
already is pitiable enough. The work- 
house can do you no good, I stay this 
fine and you may go.’”’ 

“But why arrest the women when they 
must go back and work the harder to 
pay these fines?’ she was asked. 

“That always is an interesting ques- 
tion,”’ said Miss Bulkley. “‘It is true, 
fines do not in the least correct the evil 
we are trying to reach. But it is one 
way of getting at the worst phase of the 
evil, that of the commercial exploita- 
tion of women.

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INVESTIGATOR SAYS 


PAY OF TELEPHONE 
GIRLS IS T00 LOW 


Report as to Hours and General 
Conditions Also Made to 
Federal Commisssion. 


CHICAGO, July 22.—An investiga- 


tion of wages, hours and the general 
conditions of the telephone operators 
in Chicago, Nashville, the two Kansas 
Cities, Madison, Salt Lake City, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles was com- 
pleted today for the United States 
Commission on Industrial Relations. 
A report covering every phase of the 
inquiry was submitted to the com- 
mission, which is in session here 
going over its work preparatory to 
submitting to Congress its final re- 
port on the causes and remecies for 
industrial unrest. 

The investigation was made by 
Nellie B. Curry, special investigator, 
and it required more than six months 
to complete. A part of the inquiry 
was conducted openly and with the 
full knowledge of the officials of the 
telephone companies—.hat part relat- 
ing to wages and hours and the gen- 
eral conditions of employment. An- 
other part of the investigation was 
conducted quietly—how the girls 
lived and whether the wages were 
sufficient to maintain a decent stan- 
dard of living. From the answers 
obtained the report gives the follow- 
ing conclusions: 

That the wages paid are too léw to 
enable a girl dependent on her own en- 
ergies to maintain a proper standard 
of life; that the wage scale remains 
too low for the following reasons: 

A—Because of the employment of a 
large number of young girls. 

B-—On account of the competition o% 
girls livirfg at home and partly sup 
ported out of the earnings of parents 
or others employed in various occupa 
tions. 

C—On account of the lack of organ- 
ization. 

D—The telephone girls, because of 
their youth and inexperience, are pecu- 
liarly unqualified to insist on fair con- 
ditions for themselves. 

As .a substitute for organization the 
report recommends Government supei- 
vision and publicity.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 22.—The 
Democratic heart should beat high witk 
hope, President Wilson’s service to the 
nation could not be measured with a 
sextant, and the United States is the 
polar star among the nations, according 
tu a formal statement issued by Gov. 
Maor vesterday after a long saintibenos™ 
with United States Senator Stone. 

The statement was issued on the ad- 
vice of Senator Stone, in an effort to 
foster party spirit in Missouri and as 
an offset to predictions recently made 
by Dr. John H. Simon of St. Louis that 
the Republicans had a chance of carry- 
ing ‘Missouri at the 1916 elections. 

The Governor devotes much space to 
the national achievements of the Demo- 
cratic party and gives high praise to 
President Wilson, whom he describes as 
| simultaneously steering the ship of state 
and wrestling with the Money Trust 
while the United States, polar star o*% 
the nations, is in the forefront of com- 
mercial and financial achievements, and 
commerce is singing the song of a new 
prosperity. 

Coming back from the polar star to 
Missouri, the Governor reviews the laws 
passed by the Legislature during his ad- 
ministration and says these measures | 
stands out without a parallel in the his- 
tory of the State. 

Good roads, he says, have been made 
one of the corner-stones of the State ad- 
ministration, the other corner-stones be- 
ing better schools, better agricul- 
ture and better community life.

RAILROADS REFUSED INCREASED 
RATES FOR TRAP CAR SERVICE 


Commerce Commission Ruling Will 
Save Industries Several Mil- 
lion Dollars a Year. 

The proposed increase to 4 cents per 
100 pounds for trap car service, which 
the railroads of St. Louis and other 
cities throughout the country recently 
attempted to put into effect was 
knocked out by a decision of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission yester- 

day. 

The increase would have imposed a 
burden of several million dollars a year 
on the industries of the country. Trap 
car service consists of a service where 
a car, for instance, would be loaded at 
a factory in or near St. Louis, a part 
of the freight to be locally distribute, 
and the balance to: be unloaded at a 
central station for distribution to out- 
going railroads. 

The Terminal Railroad Association « f 
St. Louis has been making a charge 
of l‘cent per 100 pounds, or $3 a car for 
trap car service... When the railroads 
doing business in St. Louis increased 
the rate to 4 cents the Terminal als> 
advanced its rate. 

The decision of the commission affects 
railroads from New England to the 
Rocky Mountains, and also in the 
Southwest. The increased rates never 
went into effect, as the commission 
Suspended the tariffs.

BECKER'S APPEAL 
FOR HIS LIFE 10 
WHITMAN FAILS 


Governor No More Disposed 
..to Interfere With Infliction 
of Death Penalty Than 
He Was Before Receiving 
Condemned Police Lieu-

ALBANY, July 22.—Charles Becker's 


appeal for life to Gov. Whitman has 
failed. After reading Becker’s. story 
of the Resenthal murder, Gov. Whit- 
man is not any more disposed than he 
was before to interfere with the inflic- 
tion of the death penalty. The Gover- 
nor réad Beckers statement carefully, 
és a matter of Guty, but its protesta- 


tions of innocence left him unconvinced.

he discussed it with the newspaper cor- 
respondents yesterday was coldly crit- 
ical. Nothing could be clearer than 
that he was wholly unmoved by Beck- 
er’s plea. 

“In all the statement,” said the Gov- 
ernor; ‘‘there is nothing new which 
is of any importance except the alle- 
gation that Alfred Henry Lewis warned 
Becker hé was to be ‘framed up.’ Mr. 
Lewis Was alive at the time of Becker’s 
first trial, but Becker made no mention 
of alleged warning then. Had he done 
so and béen corroborated by Mr. Lewis, 
it would have been a most important 
bit of testimony.” 

Regards Appeal Centemptucously. 

Gov. Whitman today, as in previous 
discussion of the Becker case, though 
not speaking for publication, made it 
plain he regarded contempttously Beck- 
ers éleventh hour effort to save his 
life by dragging in the names of dead 
men who neither can corroborate nor 
refute his Allegations connecting tnem 
with the crime. 

Betker’s story of “Big Tim” Gullivan’s 
relations to the Rosénthal case is not 
new to Gov. Whitman, who, as District 
Attorney, heard a version of it from 
Jack Rose. The Govéertior today in- 
timated it would have been one subect 
cn which he would have questioned 
Becker had the police.lieutenant elect- 
ed to take the stand in his own defense. 

Becker's statement, the Governor de- 
clared, confirmed Rose’s story that, 
efter the Rosenthal murder, Becker 
was sending te Rose, charging him not 
to tell anything he knew about the 
case. Bernard Sandler, attorney for 
Rose and for Sam Schepps, another 
witriess at Becker's trial, conferred with 
the Governor yesterday. 

“Sandler told me,’ said the Gover- 
nor, “that he recently had taiked. with 
Rose and that Rose would not retract 
a bit of his testimony.”

BECKER OPPOSED 
A PLAN TO SEND 
ROSENTHAL AWAY 


By Leased Wire From the New Yerk 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 

NEW YORK, July 22.—Partial cor- 
roboration of the statement of former 
Police Lieutenant Charles Becker in his 
appeal to Gov. Whitman for clemency 
was supplied yesterday by Harry Apple- 
baum, former confidential secretary for 
“Big Tim’ Sullivan. Applebaum de- 
clared that he did not believe the former 
police Heutenant had planned the mur- 
der of Herman Rosenthal. 

Applebaum undertook to explain in de- 
tall the relations between Herman Ro- 
senthal and “Big Tim’ and his reocol- 
lection of thé meeting which Becker 
gaid was held in the Circle Theater 
building on the night of the conference 
with Sullivan. 

“Nothing Senator Sullivan did would 
reflect upon his memory,” Applebaum 
said. ‘‘Nor is there anything I did that 
I ought to be ashamed of. For the pur- 
pose of setting right any erroneous im- 
pression that the public may have 
gained as to Big Tim's relations or my 
connections with Bocker, I am willing 
to make known éverything that oecurred 
so far as the Rosenthal case is af- 
fected. 

“To show first, that Dig Tim wae in 
nq way interested in Herman Rosen- 
thal’s gambling house, I will relate the 
circumstance connected with his hav- 
ing loaned Herman tat mioney. It 
must be remembered that Big Tim had 
around him as his friends and followers 
hundreds who did political work for zim 
i» the district, and who were ready st 
ary time to do his bidding. 

“If there was anything that the Sen- 
ator could de for these fellows, wheth- 
et by loaning or giving them money, or 
using his influence to get them favors, 
he invariably did so. Therein lay the 
secret of his success and power. 

“There is nothing in the Becker 
statement that in ahy way connects ‘Big 
Tim’ Sullivan with the Rosenthal mur- 
der. The statement simply shows that 
the Senator leaned Rosenthal money, 
as he did to many others, some of 
whom would have a bharkroll now if 
Big Tim wae alive. 

“If Tim saw Waldo, then Police Con- 
missioner, on behalf of Rosenthal, as 
Becker says he told him he did, and 
asked him te let Rosenthal go on if .ny 
other place were open, it was a perfect- 
ly natural thing for him to do. He had 
a right to ask favors of Waldo, as he 
had favored Waldo many times in the 
past. P 

“*Big Tim’ never went where hie 
didn’t have a right to go. He never 
atked anything he did not have a right 
to ask, nor did he ever do anything 
he 4id not have a right to do. Whother 
or not Tim went to Waldo I do not 
khow, but if he were elive today, and 
could help a friend by doing it, he 
weuld go to a Police Commissioner or 
anvone else in the effort to help. 

“One day in the early part of 1912 
‘Big Tim’ teld me that Herman Rosen- 
thal had heen to him and asked him to 
loan him monev for a bank roll. IT ad- | 
vised him not to do it, pointing owt to! 
(hat he Was not In a finatelal po-; 


Ta 


be bringing an annoyance on ‘himself 
because, if Herman lost, he would come 
back for more. 

“Big Tim told me he would not loan 
the money, and for something like two 
or three weeks Rosenthal was running 
after Tim, ever coming to Albany, try- 
ing to reach him tn order to get this 
money from him. Finally, one day, 
Herman caught him—and he thought a 
lot of Herman—and when he got him 
face to faca he could not refuse him. 
He gave him $2000 in cash, and when ho 
gave it to him, in his big-boyish man- 
ner, he told Herman not to tell me, as 
I had advised against it. 

“Upon leaving Tim, Herman imme- 
diately looked me uy, told me that he 
had got the money from Tim, and asked 
me what I had against him that I told 
Tim not to give him the money. When 
I saw Tim, a short time afterwards, I 
said to him: ‘Well, Boss, I see you have 
fallen for the work.’ He said: ‘What’s 
that?’ I said, ‘You let Rosenthal touch 
you.’ He said, ‘Who told you” TI said, 
‘Herman did.’ 

“He then told me that Herman came 
to him, told him that he had his new 
house fitted up, that he had been prom- 
ised a bank froll to operate and that, in 
order to cut expenses, he wanted to 
move in with his family, but that he 
owed a hotel bill something like $1700 
and could not move until it was paid, 

Came Back for More. 

‘Poor Tim said to me, ‘How could I 
refuse him? I said, ‘That's all right, 
Tim, but he will be back to you, tell- 
ing you that the bank roll man fell 
down on him, and will be trying to press 
the loan for a bank roll,’ and that’s just 
what did happen. Herman came to him 
four or five days afterward, told him 
how his bank roll man had disappoint- 
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ed him, that he had that big house fur- 
nished and on his hands, and he begged 
and pleaded with Tim to loan him the 
money, saying that the first time he got 
hold of anything he would repay it. 
“Tim did not have the ready cash, so 
he gave him two notes of $2500 each. 
and I think in the course of a couple of 


weeks Herman repaid .the $2000 cash 


that was loaned him, but tn a few days 


afterward came back and got a note 


for $2600.

“T say now that Senator Sullivan was 
not interested in this gambling house.

“Senator Sullivan went to Europe in 
April, 1912. I met him in Paris toward 
the latter part of May. I then noticed 
that he was a very sick man, being in a 
terribly unsettled mental condition.

night. Then I asked Jack Rose if he 
could find Becker for me. 

“Jack went to the phone, called Beck- 
er up, told him that I wanted to see 
him. He told us to come right up to 
the house. Jack Rose and I got in the 
Car and went up to Becker’s bouse. | 
told Becker of Tim’s mental condition, 
that he wanted to assure Becker that 
he was not back of Rosenthal! in his 
squeal, that Tim felt very badly to think 
that he, Becker, would mention him in 
connection with the matter, as Becker 
did well know he had nothing to do 
with it. 

“Becker told me that he had not made 


‘that statement, that his feelings toward 


Tim were most friendly, that he knew 
that Tim was always trying to heip 
people. I asked Becker to come down 
with me to meet Tim and tell him that, 
and that, in Tim's present state of mind, 
he wanted to be convinced that he was 
not open to censure. Becker said, ‘I am 
very tired, but I will go down with you 
to satisfy Tim.’ 

“Becker, Rose and I got in the car 
and rode down. On our way down I 
told Becker that Tim wanted to do any- 


_ thing he could to help out the situa- 


tion, that I had been talking with 
Rosenthal, and he was willing to do any- 
thing that Tim asked,him to do. 

‘Rose told me how Herman had been 
talking about his wife. He was very 
hitter over it and made the remark that 
someone ought to croak Rosenthal. I 
immediately protested at such a thougnt 
and Becker spoke up and said, ‘No, they 
hadn't. He wants to be left absolutely 
alone. No friend of mine must harm a 
hair on his head, for, if they do, it 
would be blamed to me, and I can beat 
this thing ail right.’ 

“Tim was in the middle of the block 
on Sixtieth street in his machine, and 
when he saw us come along he jumped 
out and Charlie Becker also jumped out 
and they went up in tLe office together. 

“The following is the gist of their con- 
versation: Tim said, ‘Now, Charlle, 1 
con't went you to think that I am batcli 
of Herman, or in any way responsible 
fcr his actions. I have rot seen hirsa 
since before I went to Europe. Her- 
man must be crazy to carry on like 
th's.” Becker said, ‘I know that, Sen- 
ator, but Rosenthal has been showing 
your notes around to cverybody, trying 
tc impress people that you are «is 
friend, and are with him in this hol- 
jer.’ 

“Tim said, ‘Now, Charlie, I want to 
2sk you not to use my name in con- 
nection with this thing, as the public 
will construe it as though I had an in- 
terest in gambling hources, and I never 
did in my life. I have always tried to 
be decent, and help people, and it 
secms too bad that after all these years 
{ should be mixed up in a thing ;of 
this kind. I just loaned that money 
t| Herman to help him get on his feet.’ 

‘Becker said, ‘Now, Senator, you need 
not worry as far as I am concerned. I 
would be the last man in the world to 
rix you in anything, as I know you are 
always trying to help people, and have 
r.othing to do absoluteiy with this. I 
never made that statement to the pa- 
pers. I never have mentioned your 
pame, and never will.’ 

“Tim suggested that perhaps it would 
he a good thing to have Rosen.hal g 
away until this thing was tided over 
Becker said, ‘No, Senator, if you do, ° 
will be blamed for it, and you will be: 
Llamed for it. You know he will surels 
tell that you sent him away, and it wil! 
look very bad—as though you had some- 
thing you wanted to hide or cover.’ 

“Tim said, ‘Well, I will do anything 
1 can to straighten this out. It is not 
alone bad for you, but if it continues, 
everything will be closed and many a 
poor fellow will be thrown out of work.’ 
Becker said, ‘He has promised to furnish 
corroboration Tuesday. I tell you, man 
to man, Tim, there can be no honest 
corroboration, but he may get some 
squealing rat to go down there. With- 
out corroboration, this whole thing falls.’ 

“Tim said, ‘Well, I will stop that. Ap- 
pelbaum has been working on Herman 
for a couple of days and he said that 
he will do anything we want. I probably 
will not see you, but you keep in touch 
with Appelbaum. I am not feeling well 
and this thing, with a great many 
others, has sort of upset me. My wife 
is dying up in the Catskills and I expect 
to go up there tomorrow to see her; su, 
if you do not see me, remember I am 
not back of anything to hurt you or 
anyone else.’

promised me that he would do as Tim 
asked, that is, not to persist in trying 
to get anyone to go down to corrobo- 
rate his affidavit. 

‘“‘Upon leaving [ shook hands with him, 
and said, ‘Now, 1] can depend upon what 
you say? I can tell Tim that it fs all 
off?’ and he said, ‘Yes,’ that Tim Sul- 
livan was the best friend he had in the 
world, that he was the only man who 
could make him stop, and that he would 
stop for him. 

“There was never any proposition 
made to Herman Rosenthal from Tim 
Sullivan or from me, acting for Tim, te 
zo away, or to receive any sum ef 
money, for, as befure indicated, Her- 
man always stood ready to do any- 
thing Tim asked him to do, so that it 
was not necessary to bribe him, and I 
do not believe that anyone could. 

“IT met Tim early that morning anc 
told him the result of my talk with 
Herman Rosenthal. Tim told me to see 
Charlie Becker as soun as I could and 
tell him. I met Charile Becker coming 
out of his house. I think it was about 
§ o'clock that morning I <old him. 

“IT submit that there positively can- 
not be any construction of wrongdoing 
put upon my acts in this matter. I was 
simply tryine to appease Senator Sul- 
“van in his disordered condition of 
mind, in the performance of my duties 
as his employe, and at the same time 
straighten out a situation which would 
work harm to a great many people. Any 
other meetings that 1 had with Becker 
or anyone else after the murder were 
for the prupose of keeping Senator Sul- 
livan's name from being used in con- 
gection with this matter, as, in his 
mental condition, his physician and 
friends feared it would have a bad ef-

ing to announcement made by the offi- 
clals. 

The company employs 1600 men in the 
manufacture of cartridges and other 
war munitions. The order was the first 
received from Spain, and indicates that 
that country is preparing for any emer- 
gency that might arise to bring her into 
the war. The company is building sev- 
eral additions to its plant to increase 
its output. The plant is surrounded by 
a high fence, and nobody not having 
business inside, and properly identified, 
is permitted to pass through the gates. 

Waldo A. Layman, president of the 
Wagner Electric Co., 6400 Plymouth 
avenu,e said today that the plant at 
present is being conducted with a full 
day force and a small night shift to 
carry out a shrapnel contract with a Ca- 
nadian foundry. A similar contract 
with the French Government, he said, 
has been completed and the goods de- 
livered. Layman declined to tell the 
amount involved in either contract. 

The contracts, he said, call for devices 
‘which cause the explosion of the shrap- 
nel shell and that in order to fill the 
contracts considerable new equipment 
has been added to the plant.

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| GOV. WHITMAN’S PROBLEM. 

The gist of Police Lieutenant Becker's last- 
resort defense is that he is not guilty of organiz- 
ing a conspiracy to murder. The original inten- 
tion was to get Rosenthal out of the way and 
keep him from exposing “Big Tim” Sullivan's con- 
nection with the Rosenthal gambling house and 
giving other information detrimental to the gam- 
bling ring. The killing of Rosenthal was precipi- 
tated by a drunken gunman. 

Possibly Becker was not guilty of a conspiracy 
to murder. It is significant that the man he im- 
plicates is dead and cannot make reply. 

The chief significance of the whole story, how- 
ever, is that he practically admits that he was 
deep in all the conspiracies. He was a friend of 
Rosenthal and a friend of Rose and a friend of 
“Big Tim.” He was the adviser of all of them 
and had knowledge of all the schemes of plun- 
der. He obeyed “raid” orders and made sure of 
success in his raids as a matter of self-defense. 
He was in on the conspiracy to kidnap. 

Becker was “rotten.” It is significant that Beck- 
er implicates no one except the dead man and the 
gamblers and gunmen who have publicly figured 
in the crime. It is significant also that Becker 
reveals nothing about police graft. 

Whether he was guilty of murder when the con- 
spiracy to remove resulted in murder is a legal 
question. Moral, if not legal, responsibility for 
conspiracy to commit one crime carries with it 
responsibility for the consequences for all the 
crimes that grew out of the conspiracy. 

The only ground upon which Gov. Whitman can 


‘lcommute Becker’s sentence is that the man did 
‘Inot plot for the direct shooting of Rosenthal. He 


was in on the plot to get rid of him and the shoot- 
jing followed. 

If Becker can prove that Sullivan and not he 
was the prime conspirator in the murder of 
Rosenthal, of course he should not be electrocut- 
ed. Gov. Whitman’s problem is to determine 
whether there is foundation for Becker’s claim. 


'1The Governor could not be blamed for halting 


execution until certainty of guilt is established. 
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That the saying “Peace at any price” did not 
emanate from the Glen Echo Club is glaringly ob- 


vious. 
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ABOLISHING WASHDAY. 

To abolish washday for the American house- 
wife is the object of the Laundrymen’s National 
Association of Manufacturers now in session at 
Portland, Ore. The laundrymen propose to do 
up the clothes so cheaply that no woman ¢an af- 
ford to have a washday at home. 

The consequences, social, economic and other- 
wise, will be momentous if this thing goes through. 
There will be no upset household on Blue Mon- 
day, no slack meals, no dyspeptic husband, no ban 
on company for dinner. Theré will be no gos- 
siping over back fences with the pretext of hang- 
fng out the clothes. Backache will virtually van- 
ish and there will be a paucity of family quarrels. 
That moist soapsuddy fragrance will not ooze up 
the basement stairway, and the general housework 
maid will be as fresh as a daisy at the Monday 
evening movies. The flatiron will no longer figure 
in comedy, and the borrowed wringer will not have 
to be returned. People will wear more clean 
clothes from the skin out, and the nation will have 
more self-respect. No more shall slanderous 
tongues hark back to the days when the parvenue 
and astiff-backed aristocrat bent herself double 
over the washboard. Laundry soap will not find 
its way into the bath tub, nor will suicides have 
any more clothesline. Woodshed tragedies will 
be no more. Insurance companies and firemen 
will gladly bid good-by to the laundry stove. The 
washtubs will make good kindling. The laundry 
itself can be turned into a restroom, a reading 
room for Father in the evenings or perhaps a 
billfard room. 

Nobody ever loved washday anyhow. It was the 
main curse that Eive bequeathed to her daughters. 
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‘THE LOST ART’? OF MOTHERHOOD. 
Mrs. Booth-Clibborn, daughter of Gen. Booth, 
tells the Purity Congress in San Francisco that 
society has developed “‘a vast army of women who 
will not be women; married women who avoid 
children; incapable mothers who shirk the re- 
sponsibility of motherhood,” which she bewails as 
a lost art. 

She notes that women act, dance, sing, paint, 
keep books, practice law, are policewomen and 
soldiersa—she fails to indict herself by adding 
“make speeches.” Some of these activities are 
ax old as woman, In many primitive races old 
women who remember the law of tradition are the 
tribal Portias. EXven for “Mies Col. Chatsworth” 
and her fair soldiers there is precedent in the Maid 
of Sargossa, Moll Pitcher and Debby Sampson, not 
to mention the Dahomey Amazons and those of 
antiquity. 

Motherhood a lost art? Not wholly. Two and a 
half million babies may be born this year in the 
United States. The death rate under 1 year—a 
test of “incapable mothers”—grows ever smaller. 
For all New York State it was 128.8 per thousand 
in 1911, while in Fall River it still stood at 239.5, 
chiefly because of poverty and immigration; and 
that is low beside the rate fn the “good old days.” 
While babies, under more efficient motherhood are 
getting healthier, the most discouraging health de- 
partment “risk” is now the business man of 40. 
Mothers may be, as this pessimist says, making 
an awful job of it; at least they shine in some re 
spects by comparison with their grandmothers. 
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SOME ST. LOUIS NEEDS. 


Here are a few of them: 
First and foremost, for St. Louisans to quit 


knocking St. Louis. 

Second, the formulation and official adoption, 
as urged by President Haller of the Board of Al- 
dermen, of a general city plan, to be worked out 
by the ablest city-planning specialists: A plan— 

(a) To make St. Louis In all ite sections 
healthful and harmoniously beautiful, link- 
ing the sections together with spacious thor- 
oughfares. 

(b) To stableize property values, prdtect- 
ing the home-buyer’s investment from ruinous 
depreciation too often caused by the invasion 
of home dGiatricts by offensive business. 

(ce) To concentrate industries at most favor- 
able locations. 

(4) To improve housing for the ie4ustrial 
population, and cheapen living costs, by means 
of a modern system of city markets. 

(e) To develope rapid transit between city 
center and residential districts. 


(f) Te create modern river terminals and 
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factory and jobbing centers. 

Third, cheapening of electrical current, either 
by establishing a municipal plant supplying it at 
cost, or otherwise, to the point where it can be 
used instead of coal, thus attracting new indus- 
tries and abolishing the costly smoke evil in the 
only way it seems likely ever to be abolished. 

Fifth, early completion of the municipal bridge, 
permitting toll-free trade with Illinois and the 
East, and of a municipal loop for the trolley traf- 
fic that will cross the bridge. 

Sixth, more interurban roads linking St. Louis 
with its natural trade territory for 100 miles on 
all sides. 

Seventh, removal or reduction of all forms of 
local taxation that handicap productive industry,

THE FLOUR AND THE LOAP. 

An examination of the table of food prices in 
the World Almanac shows that, while the St. 
Louis Bread Trust has been constantly decreas- 
ing the size of the loaf it sells, since the Trust's 
formation in 1907, the decrease has not been ac- 
companied by a corresponding increase in the 
price of flour. ; 

It is true that flour jumped from $3.35 a barrel 
in 1907 to $4.10 in 1908, and to $5.40 in 1909. But 
in 1910 it went down to $4.25, at which price it 
stayed during 1911. It then rose to $4.65 in 1912, 
but went down in 1913 to $4.15, or within a nickel 
of the 1908 price. In 1914 it rose to $5.40, but 
this was 30 cents less than the 1909 price. At 
present it is impossible to compare the average 
ccst of a barrel with the prices given for the above 
years, as it is fluctuating all the time. Only at 
the end of a year can an average for the year be 
struck. However, the present market quotations 
run from $3.60 for low grade and second clear, 
to as high as $6.25 for the best hard patent. 

The testimony of the managers of the Bread 
Trust seems to show that no increase in the 
weight of the loaf has ever followed a fall in the 
price of flour. The weight has been cut from 
18 to 12 ounces. Housewives have lamented that 
the size appeared constantly to diminish. And 
the improvement in the quality has not been great 
enough to make up for the decrease in the mass. 

The Post-Dispatch is opposed to official reg- 
ulation of industries unless the lack of regula- 
tion imposes hardship upon the public. The sup- 
plying of bread is a quasi-public duty as well as 
2 means of livelihood. It carries with it the ob- 
ligation to treat the consuming public fairly in 


that; when the price of the raw material goes 
down, the weight of the loaf shall be increased, if 
that weight had been cut on account of a rise in 
price. This must be clearly understood. Our food 
manufacturers and distributors must not expect 
to retain public favor if they fail to take the con- 
sumer into consideration. In plain words, the 
public won’t stand for being robbed. 
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TALL TALK.

INDIANA JUSTICE. |

if he cannot give bond, he goes to prison. The 
accused must also give bond. And, if he can 
do so, he goes free until trial day. 
George Kingston, living under this system of 
law, has spent 74 days in jail. The man who 
robbed him gave bond, doubtless having a pull 
with some ward politicians, and skipped the 
State. 

The Equal Suffrage League of Indianapolis, 
whose president, Dr. Hannah Graham, came for- 
ward and signed the $100 necessary to release 
the robbed man, says she will endeavor to have 
the law changed, s0 as to limit the time a prose- 
cuting witness in a criminal trial may be held. 
A law that works out as this law did in the case 
of George Kingston and the thief who robbed 
him and now has the opportunity to gloat over 
his jail term, is a direct incentive to crime and 
a deterrent to the victim in prosecuting his case. 
It is on a par with the imprisonment of debtors 
and the granting of continuances to married men

In Favor of Peace, but Wants 
World to Know We Are 
Ready. 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 22.—Theodore 
Roosevelt delivered two addresses yes- 
terday at the exposition, one on military 
preparedness and the other a personal 


talk to ‘‘the men on the line,” soldiers, 
sailors and mariners, at the Enlisted 
Men’s Club. 

He held both willingness and ability 
to be soldiers desirable attributes of 
good citizens. He told the enlisted men, 
‘A man afraid to fight is not fit to 
vote,”’ and “A mother who isnot willing 
to raise her boy to be a soldier is not 
fit for citizenship.” Before the address 
at the clubhouse he planted a poplar 
tree, 

“War and peace’ was the topic of 
Roosevelt’s main address. A large audi- 
ence gathered in the Court of the Uni- 
verse to hear him. 

Col. Roosevelt was escorted from a ho- 
tel to the two places where he spoke by 
a squadron of the First Cavalry and 
by military and public officials. He was 
given a presidential salute of 21 guns 
by warships in the harbor. He was in- 
troduced by Gov. H. W. Johnson of Cal- 
ifornia, his running mate for the presi- 
dency on the Progressive ticket in 1912. 

Speaks for Hour and a Half. 

For more than an hour and a half, 
amid almost constant applause, Col. 
Roosevelt decried the theory of peace at 
any price and urged an army and navy 
adequate for defense of the nation. 

Defining his own stand on war, 
Roosevelt said: 

“Tl am not for war. 


Col. 


I want peace. But 


’ dont’ want peace to Uncle Sam because 


outsiders don’t think him worth kick- 
ing.”’ 

“I firmly believe that there should be 
universal military service for our young 
men on the Swiss modcl,”’ said the for- 
mer President, at one point in his 
speech. 

In another, referring to the price 
which Belgium had paid beCause of her 
unpreparedness, he said: 

“Some day or other it may well be 
that we shall have to pay on a ten- 
foid greater scale the same price for 
exactly the same reasons; and, if such 
should be the case, remember, my fel- 
icw countrymen, that whereas the case 
of the Belgians excited warm sympa- 
thy, our misfortunes would excite noth- 
ing but scorn and contempt; for a rich, 
puwerful, boastful people invites the 
ridicule of all mankind if, whether from 
sheer silliness and short sightedness, or 
from soft timidity, or from gross and 
freedy devotion to the material bene- 
fits of the moment, it fails to prepare 
itself to defend its own rights with its 
own strength.”’ 

Col. Roosevelt spoke derisively of 
“elacution as a substitute for action,”’ 
and in his arrignmen: of those who 
stood in the way of rreparedness for 
war, he said the “‘professional pacificts, 
the peace-at-any-price, nonresistance, 
universal arbitration people are seeking 
to Chinafy this country—to reduce it to 
the level of impotence to which old 
China sank.’’ The average Chinese, 
he said, had taken the view that China 
was “too proud to fight,” and “in prac- 
lice made evident his hearty approval 
of that abject pacifist song, “I Didn't 
Raise My Boy to be a Soldier.’ ”’ 

Denounces Arbitration Treaties. 

With all of his old-time vigor, Col. 
Roosevelt denounced the all-inclusive 
erbitration treaties, which the United 
States had entered into, and said that in 
declining to apply their principle in 
the case of the Lusitania there had 
been evidence of national hypocrisy or 
else an utter recklessness of folly in 
making promises. It was necessary to 
repudiate the principle in the Lusitania 
cause, the Colonel agreed, but “a shame- 
ful thing to have put ourselves in 
such a position that it had to be repu- 
Giated.’’ 

The United States had treated The 
Hague Convention as mere ‘‘scraps of 
raper,’’ he said, ‘‘when the demand 
was made to show that our signatures 
meant something.’’ 

“IT have a very strong feeling about 
the Panama Exposition,” said Col. 
hoosevelt, in beginning his speech. ‘‘It 
was my good fortune to take the action 
in 1903, failure to take which, in exactly 
the shape I took it, would have meant 
that no Panama Canal would have been 
built for half a century, and therefore 
that there would have been no expo- 
sition to celebrate the building of the 
canal. 

“The building of the canal nearly 
doubles the potential efficiency of the 
Unitéd States navy, as long as it is 
fortified and is in our hands; but ff left 
unfortified .t would at once become a 
menace to us, 

‘Unfortunately in the last few years 
we have as regards pretty much every- 
thing not connected with the Isthmus 
of Panama, so failed in our duty of 
national preparedness that I fear there 
actually is a general concensus of opin- 
ion to precisely this effect among the 
nations of the world as regards the 
United States at the present day. This is 
primarily due to our unpreparedness. 

Habit of Using Worda. 

“Probably the worst feature of our 
national life is the habit of using words 
with no relation to facts, of making 
promises which are not to be kept; as 
I have said above, of treating elocution 
as an adequate substitution for action.’’

CIT PRORERAGS 
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FLYING TORPEDO 
BOAT FOR ATTACK 
ON HIDDEN FLEETS 


Patent Issued to Admiral Fiske 
of the U. S. Naval War 
College. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—A patent for 
a flying torpedo boat which, it is be- 
lleved, wouid be able successfully to at- 
tack a fleet within a land-locked har- 
bor, has been issued, it is learned today, 
to Admiral Bradley A. Fiske. now ab 
tached to the Navy V’ar College, tu« 
formerly aid for operations to Secretary 
Daniela. 

The invention includes @ monster aero- 
plane, similar to several now under 
construction in this country for the 
British Government, with Whitehead 
torpedo of regulation navy type. Swoop- 
ing down at a distance of five sea miles 
from the object of attack, the aircraft 
would drop its deadly passenger into 
the water just as it would have been 
launched from a destrorver, The impact 
sets the torpedo’s machiner7.in motion 
and it is off at a speed of more than # 
knots an hour toward the enemy ship. 
The range of the newest navy torpedo 
is 10,000 yards, and even the older types 
will be effective at 7000 yards. 

Ceuld Drop Torpedo tIste Bay. 

Carried on a huge aeroplane, the Aie- 
pound weapon would be taken over har- 
bor defenses at an altitude safe from 
gunfire. Once over the bay the machine 
would glide down to within 10 or 2 feet 
of the water, the torpedo rudders would 
be set and it would be dropping te do 
its work when the aeroplane rose and 
eped away. 

Aefoplanes to carry a ton have been 
perfected in several countries. Ruacia 
is said to have severa! that wil] 2arryv 
20 men, and the new British aircraft 
probably will have a similar capacity. 

It is said to be possible that a type 
of radia-controlled torpedo might be en:- 
ployed, one aeroplane carrying the tor- 
pedo and another the wireless machine- 
ry to control the missile’s flight throug!: 
the water. 

Patents om Radie Centrol., 

It is pointed out that Admiral Fiske 
secured patents on such a method of 
control in 1990 when he was a Lieuten- 
ant Commander. They are said to be 
so broad and far-reaching ag to un- 
derlie all subsequent development of ra- 
dio devices, 

“The invention,” says the application 
filled by Leiutenant Commander Fiske 
before the battle of Manila, “ls eape- 
cially applicable to automobile torpedos 
and makes it possible to control the 
movements of a torpedo with great cer- 
tainty from shore, from the deck of a 
ship or the like.” 

Since the aerial torpedo plan was ad- 
vanced, reports have stated that Ger- 
man engineers were at work with some 
similar scheme.

Wall Street Market Shows Sharp, A 


Losses on War Spe-

NEW YORK, July 22.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“A visible halt was called today on 
the extravagant speculation in the war 
order stocks. There was no immediate 
rush of profit-taking; indeed, the ma- 
jority of the lately active industrial 
shares of the sort opened at advances 
ranging up to a full point. But realiz- 
ing sales were quite plainly in evidence 
at these opening prices. An attempt 
was made to’ check the resultant down- 
ward tendency by professional bidding 
up of other industrial shares, several of 
which have nothing to do with war or- 
ders. This had its due effect, but it did 
not stop the reactionary trend of prices. 

Loan Is Well Subscribed. 


“The Bank of England’s weekly state- 
ment inauicated that cash subscriptions 
in full to the $3,000,000,000 British wat 
loan had been very considerable. On 
Tuesday an installment payment of }! 
per cent was required from all sub- 
scribers. This would call for $390,000,000. 
In today's statement, Government depos- 
its with the Bank of England show arn 
increase of only $281,000,000. This «only 
partly reflects the cash payments in 
the operation. About $300,000,000 more 
Subscribed by large London joint-stock 
banks was by agreement left on deposit 
with those institutions and therefore 
did not affect the Bank of England ac- 
counts. 

‘Furthermore, since the bank’s Gov- 
ernment deposits have in recent weeke 
been decreasing by $75,000,000 to $90,000,000 
weekly, allowance must be made for 
that as an offsetting consideration in 
the present week. On the whole, an:! 
in advance of an official report on the 
actual subscriptions made it would, per- 
haps, be fair to estimate that, in addi- 
tion to the $300,000,000 required install- 
ment payments of Tuesday, not quite 
$400,000,00) had been paid in advance, 
either to get the benefit of the 4% per 
cent rebate on the price, or else, in the 
case of holders of older British Govern- 
ment bonds, to get the immediate privi- 
lege of converting these holdings into 
the new war loan. 

“It had been generally expected, un- 
der such circumstances, that the bank’s 
ratio of reserve to liability would fall 
below even the 14% per cent of last 
August. This did not happen. The re- 
sult was averted, first by an increase 
of $31,400,000 in the bank’s gold holdings: 
next by the clever handling of the 
bank's deposit account. While the Gov-

ay of private banks decrease 

800,000. How far these figures re- 
a: the full scope of Tuesday's strain 
on the bank’s resources and the money 
market, and how far there has been a 
recuperation since the payments were 
completed, is somewhat a matter of 
conjecture. It may be remarked that 
the loans to other borrowers than the 
Government reached this week the 
highest recorded figure. A year ago, 
they were $168,000,000: the previous max- 
imum of war time (July 1) was $764,500,-

“By contrast with conditions prevail- 
ing on the Stock Exchange two weeks 
ago today, at the time when the note 
from Berlin was momentarily awaited. 
Wall street today displayed singularly 
little concern over the character of the 
impending reply from Washington. This 
was doubtless because of the financial 
community's recent positive inference 
that Berlin is quite as anxious as Wash- 
ington to avoid a breach of good rela- 
tions. Still, {t is always possible for 
Wall street to undergo a change of 
mood. 

“European selling was today almost 
undiscoverable even in the bond mar- 
ket. Discounts at London did not change 
from yesterday’s 5% per cent. Sterling 
was a small fraction higher, but even 
#0 stood only at the level of a week 
ago. 

“Not less interesting, in its own field. 
was the weekly report of the Bank of 
France. Evidently, $13,000,000 gold has 
in the past week been exchanged for 
notes of the bank by private hoarders 
of gold; for the bank’s gold reserve in- 
creases $13,160,000 while its outstanding 
note circulation is expanded $12,650,000. 
Last Thursday.the bank showed a gain 
for the week of $8,200,000; the week be- 
fore, a gain of $2,700,000.
